The pardon will be followed by an 
Investigation by the attorney general 
to find If improper influences were 
used in sending the former servant of 
Mortimer L. Schiff to Clinton for thir­ 
ty years on a plea of guilty to a crime 
which ihe record of the case does not 
show he committed— burglary In the 
first degree 
On top of that will be, it is ex pect­ 
ed, a recommendation from the gover­ 
nor to the state senate that Judge Ro­ 
salsky be removed from the bench. 
Very likely the attorney general will 
make such representations to the gov­ 
ernor as will lead the chief executive 
to move against Judge Rosalsky.

On Receiving Hie First Month’s Pay 
as General cn Retired List He 
Promptly Distributed the Sum 
Among His Servants. 


BY E. J. EDWARDS. 
The last official act of President Ar­ 
thur was the signing of the bill on 
March 4, 1885, by which General Gra ,t 
was restored to the retired list ol the 
regular army with the rank of general 
and with full pay. 
This made it pos- 
j eible for General Grant, then in his 
j last illness, to rely upon an income of 
¡about $10,000 a year, and th at was all 
the income he could look forward to 
with assurance, for at that time there 
was no certainty that he v^ould be able 
to finish his personal m emoirs for pub­ 
lication. 
About a month later General G rant 
suffered from 
the first 
of 
several 
severe relapses, each one of which, it 
was feared, would term inate his life. 
He was prostrated by the agonizing 
pain, and though by sheer force of 
will he m aintained outwardly a won­ 
derful mental composure and moral 
courage, those 
about 
him 
believed 
that they detected evidences that the 
sufferer’s stout heart failed him for a 
time. 
Just at this time the m orning’s mail 
one day brought 
him a letter 
from 
Washington. 
With feeble hands, and 
yet with somewhat 
eager 
eyes, 
he 
opened the letter. 
It was found to 
contain a United States treasury draft 
for the amount of the first m onth’s 
payment under the act restoring him 
to the army on the retired list as gen­ 
eral with full pay. 
The am ount was 
approximately $1,000. 
Summoning 
his 
friend 
of 
many 
years, ex-Governor Chaffee 
of 
Colo­ 
rado. to his side, General G rant point­ 
ed to the draft. 
Then he wrote on 
the pad of paper that he kept at his 
elbow: 
“i wish you would take this draft 
to a banker friend of mine,” nam ing 
him. 
*'! know he will cash it. 
And 
when he has done so I wish you would 
bring the money to me as soon as 
possible.” 
General Chaffee took the draft, say­ 
ing that he would get it cashed im­ 
mediately. 
Genera] Grant smiled up 
at him in thanks, and then once more 
wrote on the pad: 
"I am sure that my friend will cash 
the draft, although 1 have never had 
any banking dealings with him. 
Tell 
him I want it in bills of small de­ 
nominations. 
We need the money in 
the house, and first of all 1 want to 
pay the servants what we owe them, 
for they have been very kind and pa­ 
tient." 
When 
Governor Chaffee 
appeared 
before the banker a little later and 
explained his mission, he was barely 
able to restrain his 
tears. 
“Tt was 
the most pathetic sight I have ever 
seen,” he said. 
“There 
that 
great 
man sat, suffering intense agony, and 
yet his first thought, despite his pain, 
was for others, his servants. 
And It 
was all the more pathetic to me be­ 
cause I have known all along that he 
has been hard 
pressed 
for 
ready 
money; but his sense of honor Is so 
keen, and until now he felt so small 
an assurance that he wmuld be able to 
repay any debt, that it was useless for 
me to ask him to accept a loan, how­ 
ever small.” 
The banker gladly cashed the draft 
in the manner General G rant had re ­ 
quested, and 
Governor Chaffee 
hur­ 
ried away. 
Later he reported to the 
banker. 
'W hen 1 placed the money in the 
general’s hands, he looked freer from 
care and worry 
than 
he 
had 
for 
weeks. 
He smiled his thanks to me. 
and he wrote on his pad that I should 
thank you most heartily for your kind­ 
ness. 
Then he took from the money 
a sufficient amount to pay the ser­ 
vants what had been owing them for 
some time and directed that it be dis­ 
tributed among them at once. 
That 
act was characteristic of the m an—it 
showed, in a small way, the real no­ 
bility of his character.” 
Greatly to his peace of mind, Gen 
eral G rant a little later received as­ 
surances that, in addition to the pen­ 
sion which Mrs. Grant, as his widow, 
would receijre under the at t restoring 
him to the retired list of the arm>, his 
personal 
memoirs 
would 
bring 
so 
large a sum to Mrs. Grant that the 
income from it would m ake her com­ 
fortable for life.

General Salomon 
was entitled to credit for the thorough v 
preparation that had been made tor 
the battle which was fought on July 4 
His small force, about 3,500 men, was 
so well protected and the town was so 
substantially fortified that he held it 
in spite of the desperate fight of an 
army of 15,000 Confederates and de­ 
feated the 
enemy,

slaughter The Twenty-eighth received 
praise from the general for its brave 
and splendid conduct 
It occupied au 
important position and held it against 
great odds 
in August, 1863. the Twenty-eighth 
accompanied Gen Fred Steele on the 
Little Rock cam paign 
Colonel Lewis 
had command of the Second brigade 
and Lieutenant Colonel 
Gray 
com 
inanded the regiment, 
it remained at 
Little Rock Irom Septem ber io until 
October 26 and then participated in 
the race after General Marinade<-e a 
force, but turned back after reaching 
Rockport 
At about this 
time 
the 
Twenty eighth was ordered to join the 
command of Colonel Powell Clayton 
at Pine Bluff. 
Colonel Clayton, who 
afterward became a brigadier general, 
was so well pleased with the Wiscon­ 
sin regiment that he Kept it with him 
as long as possible and has neve; for 
gotten bis association with it. Colonel 
Gray was in command of the post at 
Pine Bluff tor some time. 
.Six com 
panles of the regiment participated in 
an expedition to destroy a bridge cn 
the Saline river in March, 1864 While 
on guard at that point tt was attacked 
by a Confederate force of 1,50c 
The 
Twenty-eighth men deployed and held 
the large force at hay until the bal­ 
ance of the Unionists were in position. 
T he Confederates were repulsed with 
great toss.
